Tue evil effect of governmental tinkering too 
deeply with industrial progress is exemplified by re- 
cent Russian reports. Several years ago the Minister 
of Finance in order to bolster up the iron industry, 
which was suffering from a severe crisis, designedly 
increased the prices paid for rails, locomotives and 
other goods for the government. The companies 
securing these profitable contracts disposed of their 
other output intended for the open market at unre- 
munerative prices, thus rendering the condition’ of 
competing firms not favored by these contracts so 
much the worse. 


Tue Hardware Trade Journal of London, England. 
makes an excellent point for the hardware trade 
in this country as well as in that to the ef- 
fect that they should take up the Christmas 
trade for the amount of advertising they would 
receive out of it, arguing with justice that the 
hardware dealer whc puts in a small line of pictures, 
picture frames, writing cases, library sets, mechanical 
toys, magic lanterns, etc., will get within his store a 
number of persons who would not otherwise be found 
there. This is an inexpensive yet effective way of ad- 
vertising, and a man must advertise in these days if he 


expects to be numbered with the survivors in the busi- 
ness struggle. 





“Tue CeMEeNT AGE” is the suggestive caption un- 
der which a Toronto publication calls attention to the 
increasing demand for cement in the Dominion of 
Canada. Indications are not wanting that cement is 
soon to become an important factor in the industrial 
and commercial development of the United States. 
Its ready adaptability for use as building material, 
decorative purposes and street improvement is not

only suggested by the erection of costly manufactur- 
ing plants in many parts of the Union, but is even 
more strongly suggested by the rapid increase in the 
production of cement during the past decade, and 
especially during the past five years. The production 
of cement in the United States has actually doubled 
in five years, the total for 1901 being 20 million bar- 
rels, as against 10 million barrels in 1897; while 
during the period from 1892 up to the beginning of 
1896 the production had remained practically station- 
ary at about 8% million barrels per annum. 

THE recent scarcity of anthracite coal has brought 
forth a number of preparations for the economical 
burning of coal. A New York brick concern have 
done a thriving business in selling a terra cotta brick, 
which on being soaked with oil will burn for some 
time. An Amsterdam avenue, New York, plumber 
has devised a preparation for helping users to burn 
soft coal. A half spoonful of this preparation is dis- 
solved in a glass of water, and is applied to the coal 
by sprinkling. Other manufacturers are looking up 
the facilities of plants for the manufacture of bri- 
quettes, a German artificial coal, and slack and peat 
are also securing close attention these days. 


In a climate like ours there is necessarily a heavy 
consumption of coal for heating purposes.

steamships also consume a heavy quota of black dia- 
monds. Consequently the cessation of mining on as 
large a scale as has been witnessed the past few 
months necessatily boosted anthracite coal to pro- 
hibitive prices. This scarcity of hard coal has had a 
deterrent effect on the sale of stoves burning this par- 
ticular fuel as a natural result, but it looks now as

THE export figures for September are extremely en- 
couraging. They are the largest ever shown for Sep- 
tember, with the single exception of that month in the 
year 1900, and fall less than a half million dollars be- 
low the high water mark made in that year. The fig- 
ures, as just presented by the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, show the total exports in September, 1902, to 
be $115,521,984, against $106,989,926 in September, 
1901, and $115,901,722 in September, 1900, the high- 
est figure ever shown by September exportations. Com- 
paring present conditions with those of earlier years, 
the figures for September, 1902, are 25 per cent in ex- 
cess of those of September, 1898, 50 per cent greater 
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than those of September, 1890, more than double those 
of September, 1888, and nearly three times as great as 
those of September, 1885. This seems to indicate that 
the downward tendency in the export trade caused by 
the corn crop failure of last year has reached its lowest 
point and that the reverse movement toward normal 
conditions has begun. 


WHATEVER one’s business, whether merchant, job- 
ber or retailer, all have suffered from dilatory ship- 
ments, and hence will welcome the following decision 
of the Supreme Court of Alabama on the question of 
commercial promptness. It appears that an Alabam- 
ian named Hamilton purchased some vinegar from 
the Oklahoma Vinegar Co., on the understanding that 
the goods were to be shipped at once. However, this 
firm did not ship the goods for more than two weeks 
after they were ordered, and when they were received 
a week later, too late for the purpose of the purchaser 
to communicate to the agent of the seller at the time 
the order was given, acceptance was refused. The 
vendors set up a defense that they needed this extra 
time to investigate the purchaser’s solvency, but the 
court decided that under the circumstances, the vendor 
did not set such a time for shipment as would demand 
instituting and completing such an investigation. Ac- 
cording to this decision when the fluent salesman says 
that this firm will ship carload of barb wire or stoves 
at once, and they do not come for three weeks, they 
need not be received by the consignee. 


RANDOM SKETCHES.

I was talking with a section boss on the Cincinnati, 
Richmond & Muncie road the other day and to hear 
him tell how much work he had to do for $45 per 
month one would decide that the happy tinner who 
erects windmills, repairs pumps, solders tin pans,makes 
elbow patterns, blacks stoves, sells nails and builders’ 
hardware, plays a saxaphone, milks his employer’s 
cow, cleans out the place, etc., has a regular snap by 
comparison. The section boss must be posted on the 
book of rules; he must know about the rules govern- 
ing trains; he must understand and be up to date on 
the time card ; he must have character and good habits, 
vision and hearing, must know the use of signals; he 
must inspect the track each morning and guarantee its 
safety, using his own judgment he must watch for ob- 
structions, have a knowledge of masonry, know about 
bridges and the strength of same; he must be so reli- 
able that he will patrol the track in storms, have the 
material in charge well cared for, and where it can be 
gotten at quickly; must have all tools in place and 
all rubbish picked up, grass and weeds mowed on the 
right of way, fences in good condition ; must-report on 
wrecks, stock killed, know how to put foot guards in 
frogs and obey special instructions, look out for fires, 
know that the signal lights are placed, help when 
there is a wreck all day and all night if it is required, 
and assist all other departments in laborious work, and 
yet he must have all his own work done and that with 
a regular crew of sectionmen. When the daily labor 
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hours are over he must make out and keep a record of 
his own time and that of the men under him, and make 
requisitions for supplies needed on the section. He 
must know how to write letters and keep books with- 
out the aid of a stenographer or bookkeeper. He must 
understand how to raise the track, take out the sags, 
smooth the surface and tamp the joints, keep the prop- 
er elevation and alignment of rails and curves, and 
when he knows all this and has done it he will be con- 
sidered a fairly good section foreman, if he has the 
base of the milepost mounds built with whitewashed 
rock and has a few flower beds along the line where 
the “big guns” can see them. 

*x * * 

I FIND the following interesting item in the Jackson, 
Mich., Patriot, of Oct. 3: 

“Jackson hardware dealers are now up against the 
hard coal proposition themselves and are as anxious as 
any one that this commodity be placed on the market 
once more and that the market resume its old and 
normal equipoise. 

“A visit to a number of local firms finds dealers la- 
menting a large stock of hard coal burners, with no 
market. One dealer stated that he was unable to sell 
a single coal burner, that the people had nothing to 
put in them, and that they were not unlike an ele- 
phant on his hands. ‘People who have had their stoves 
stored in my back rooms this summer have not ordered 
them set up and wish us to keep them a little while 
longer. The reason is obvious; they have no coal and 
none can they get. Some of my best customers state 
that they have not even a lump of coal for their base 
burners. We don’t advertise them to any great ex- 
tent, as it would be money lost.’ 

“Other dealers echo the lamentation of the first and 
state that it is impossible to make sales. Only one 
dealer in the city said that he had sold any, and he said 
that he had not noticed any great change in the mar- 
ket, although he had sold double the number of soft 
coal burners that he did last year. “This year I have 
sold twice as many soft coal burners as [ have hard,’ he 
added. 

“Wood stoves and soft coal stoves find a ready mar- 
ket and are beihg bought up rapidly. Even people who 
have the hard coal burners in their homes are buying 
soft coal consumers for fear that the situation will not 
be alleviated in time to supply the interior markets.” 

* * * 


AND now the truthful press dispatches have it a 
farmers’ combine has been formed with a capitalization 
of $50,000,000 and this is what this new company will 
do according to one of the promoters: 

“Within a year we shall be in control of the entire 
agricultural output of the United States. There is even 
a prospect that the enterprise will assume an interna- 
tional character. We have received inauiries from 
abroad and it may become necessary to enlarge our 
scope sufficiently to care for the crops of other coun- 
tries as well as the United States—perhaps of the en- 
tire world. The consumer will probably not feel the 
increase in prices at all. The saving will come out of 
the middiemen—those who hitherto arbitrarily have 
fixed the price at which the farmer must sell his crops, 
and who have robbed him of the benefit of a favorable 





















































































market and forced him to bear the burden when prices 


were low.”

A leading Michigan dealer tells this story 
of a couple of experiences with these gentry, who vie 
with the fool who rocks the boat for the honor of being 
the prize idiot who is allowed at liberty: “Yes, those 
fools who think a gun is not loaded will always turn 
up. In the hardware and gun trade we meet them 
often. Not many months ago while on the Mesaba iron 
range a man came into my store, pointed a gun straight 
at me and said: ‘Have you got any cartridges for 
this gun?’

“As to the prospect for a world trade in American 
iron and steel products it must be admitted that two 
years have wrought a great change, and not in the di- 
rection of progress. In 1899 and 1900 American ex- 
ports of rails, billets, wire, ship-plates and even of 
pig iron were on a scale that struck terror to European

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makers. The centers of production in Great Britain 
and Germany, underselling them at their doors. 

“Now it is sending abroad nothing but agricultural 
machinery, machine tools and sundry highly finished 
specialties in which American skill finds particular ex- 
pression. English and German makers have no soon- 
er pulled themselves together and reduced costs to 
meet the dreaded American competition than America 
has withdrawn from the field. 

“Not only that, but she has astonished them by be- 
coming their largest and best customer, permitting 
them to ride over the tariff wall with three to five ship- 
loads a day of pig iron, billets, structural shapes, plates, 
etc.” 

It is said that the importations of European pig iron 
which have been made to Pittsburg have proven fail- 
ures, as it was found to contain too much silica and be 
too high in phosphorous, and when smelted,and blown 
in at the Bessemer converters it was discovered that 
it required too much fuel to clean the iron of the 
phosphorous and other impurities. 

* + * 

Truty the lot of the small mail order house is quite 
a snap. From the last issue of Current Advertising 
issued by Charles Austin Bates I learn that “the 
Cutlery Co. of manufacture cutlery and co-oper- 
ate with small mail-order firms by furnishing circulars 
and catalogues with the imprint of the latter on them. 
They then ship the goods direct to the customers of 
the people who send out these circulars, thus enabling 
their own customers to do business without laying 
in any stock whatever. This is not a peculiar situa- 
tion in a mail-order field; in fact at present it appears 
to be widely and profitably done with many articles 
that are much more popular than cutlery. Everybody 
concerned in such an arrangement is benefited. The 
manufacturer sells his goods, the mail-order man se- 
cures them only when he needs them, and is not even 
put to the inconvenience of having any in stock of 
which he cannot dispose, does not pay for conveying 
them to the eventual purchaser, and that purchaser 
secures them at a small price, made possible by the 
ease with which the various parts dovetail.” 

This firm, I presume, occasionally solicit an order 
from retailers and express deprecatory surprise when 
the latter say they cannot compete with prices made 
by mail-order houses. 

Why pay rent, clerk hire, advertising expenses, etc., 
when you or any one else can get a cutlery cata- 
logue gratis and on receiving orders can have the 
goods shipped direct without any handling on your 
part at all? 

By the way, what are you doing toward helping 
along the National Association of Retail Hardware 
Dealers, who are every day gathering valuable infor- 
mation concerning the selling methods of various 
manufacturers ?

STOVE SITUATION IN INDIANAPOLIS. 





The Indianapolis News of Oct. 7 contains an inter- 
view with one of the leading stove dealers in that city 
on the situation in which he says: 

“The failure of the natural gas supply and the 
strike of the coal miners has caused rather a peculiar 
situation in the stove business, and I believe that a 
number of the dealers will be tied up with a number 
of stoves that they will have to hold over until next 
year. 

“You see, we calculated that there would be a big 
demand for anthracite stoves this fall and early win- 
ter, because of the failure of gas. Of course, the 
greater part of the people who had been burning gas 
had been using heating stoves, instead of furnaces, 
but the stoves had been so battered and burned out 
and abused that they were not in a fit condition for 
coal. We thought that the public would take the 
most convenient fuel it could find after the gas was 
cut off, and that would mean anthracite, so we laid in 
a number of anthracite-consuming baseburners. 

“Then the miners’ strike settled down for keeps, 
and now most people are afraid to buy a stove for 
hard coal, when the prospects for buying the coal are 
so discouraging. A few people who are compara- 
tively well off have bought such stoves, with the in- 
tention of burning coke, but coke is away up, too. 

“The majority of our patrons are buying the va- 
rious makes of ‘hot-blast’ stoves, as with them one 
can burn anything, with the intention of using soft 
coal this winter. So I imagine that some of the deal- 
ers will store a number of anthracite stoves next 
spring, to be put on the market next winter.”

SHOULD USE GREATEST CARE. 





The executive council of the Massachusetts State 
Board of Trade held a meeting on Oct. 14. The com- 
mittee on insurance submitted a report based on a re- 
quest from the Massachusetts Mutual Fire Insurance 
Union that the board of trade take into consideration 
the perils which are likely to follow the use for domes- 
tic purposes of hazardous articles and burning oils in 
consequence of the coal famine. After quoting the 
permits given by the insurance companies for the use 
of kerosene and gasolene stoves, and the cautions as to 
filling the reservoirs and the storage of the liquids, 
the committee concludes : 

“In view of the solicitude of the Massachusetts 
Mutual Fire Insurance Union in this matter, we would 
recommend that the Massachusetts State Board of 
Trade call the attention of the public to the necessity 
of the greatest care in the use for domestic purposes 
of kerosene oil and gasolene, which are so often peril- 
ous te life and property.”’

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A MAKING IMPORTANT IMPROVEMENTS.

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NEW RATES ON HARDWARE. 








On Oct. Ioth at a meeting of the Missouri Valley 
Hardware Jobbers’ Association the freight rate situ- 
ation was thoroughly discussed, and as a result of this 
meeting the following new tariff was made by the 
Maple Leaf road to protect Missouri valley jobbers: 

“Tin articles—tinware, enamel ware, stamped ware, 
galvanized iron ware, straight or mixed car lots, as 
covered by western classification, Chicago to Missouri 
river, minimum weight 18,000 pounds, 23 cents; tin 
cans and lard pails, minimum weight, 16,000 pounds, 
23 cents; fruit jars, minimum weight 26,000 pounds, 
23 cents. 

“Wire fence gates, iron fence posts, fence 
stays, clamps in kegs, barb wire stretchers, lifters and 
twisters, boxes or bundles, 15 cents ; wire cloth or poul- 
try netting, straight or mixed car lots, 15 cents; sad 
irons, car lots, minimum weight 80,000 pounds, 15 
cents; barn door hangers and rail, straight or mixed 
cars, I5 cents; clevises, minimum weight, 30,000 
pounds, 15 cents.”

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MILWAUKEE DEALERS MEET. 





The Milwaukee Retail Hardware & Stove Dealers’ 
\ssociation held a meeting recently at which it was 
unanimously decided to protest against the advanced 
price which the repair houses are asking at present for 
stove repairs. The prices charged, it is said, are not 
consistent with the repair charges of houses and foun- 
dries in other cities. 

The following constitution was adopted at this meet- 
ing: 

CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I. 
NAME. 

This Association shall be known as the “Retail Hardware 

and Stove Dealers’ Association of the City of Milwaukee.” 
ARTICLE II. 
OBJECT. 

The Association is organized for commercial and social 
purposes, and has for its special objects the advancement of 
the trade in all its latest discoveries of science appertaining 
to hardware and stove dealers; to promote and combine the 
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intelligence and influence of members for the protection of 
the trade against imposition; to encoufage National and 
State Legislation for the furtherance of the interests of just 
laws; to secure for members of the trade equitable treatment 
in their dealings with manufacturers and dealers of supplies. 

All members pledge themselves not to patronize any de- 
partment store. 


ARTICLE III. 
OFFICERS. 

The Officers of this Association shall consist of a President, 

a Vice-President, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 
ARTICLE IV. 
NOMINATION AND ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The Officers of the Association shall be named annually, 

by ballot, at the first meeting in January. 
ARTICLE V. 
DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 

The President shall have the general management of the 
Association, subject to the Constitution and By-Laws. “He 
shall preside at all. meetings of the Association; appoint a 
revising committee of three members, at the meeting previous 
to the annual meeting; appoint all other committees not oth- 
erwise provided for; see that the Constitution and By-Laws 
are enforced and generally perform such duties as his position 


demands. 
DUTIES OF VICE-PRESIDENT. 


During the absence, illness or disability of the President, 

the Vice-President shall have similar powers and duties. 
ARTICLE VI. 
DUTIES OF SECRETARY. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to collect all dues from 
members and turn over same to the Treasurer; record the 
proceedings of the Association in books kept for that pur- 
pose, which he shall send or bring to every meeting; read and 
file all communications and other papers; keep a full roll of 
of the members and their place of business; conduct the cor- 
respondence of the Association; notify members of the time 
and place of meetings, and also chairmen of committees of 
such matter as may be referred to them, at the earliest mo- 
ment thereafter, and perform such other duties incident to 
his office as may from time to time be required of him, and 
shall receive for his services such compensation as the Asso- 


ciation may determine. 
ARTICLE VIL. 
DUTIES OF THE TREASURER. 


The duties of the Treasurer shall be to receive through 
the Secretary all moneys accruing from every source to the 
Association. He shall pay all bills against the Association, 
when duly authorized, and keep a full and accurate account 
of all moneys received and paid out by him. He shall pay 
out no money without taking a receipt for the same, and no 
bill or claim shall be paid by him unless approved by the 
Association. He shall make a detailed and accurate state- 
ment of all receipts and expenditures for each quarterly meet- 
ing and also a complete annual report and balance sheet at 
the end of the year. He shall deposit in a bank (as will be 
designated by the Executive Committee) the receipts of each 
meeting, as received by him from the Secretary with all 
moneys received from other sources, and shall place on the 
desk of the President at each regular meeting his bank book, 
showing such deposits. All orders issued to be paid by the 
Treasurer must be countersigned by the President and Secre- 
tary. He shall receive for the faithful performance of his 
duties such compensation as the Association may determine. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
DUTIES OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


The Executive Committee shall be composed of all the of- 
ficers of the Association and three members to be elected by 
the Association, for a term of three, two and one years. Its 
duties shall be to examine into charges preferred against 
members, call special meetings whenever it be deemed ex- 
pedient, and exercise general jurisdiction over the affairs of 
the Association, when such is not inconsistent with the Con- 


stitution and By-Laws. 
ARTICLE IX. 


VACANCIES OF OFFICERS OR COMMITTEES. 
Any vacancies that may occur in any of the Officers or 


Committees shall be filled by appointment, for the unexpired 
term, by the President. 
ARTICLE X. 
QUALIFICATION OF MEMBERS. 

All dealers that are creditably conducting hardware and 
stove business in a permanent location are ‘eligible for mem- 
bership in this Association. 

ARTICLE XI. 
SPECIFICATION OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Members of firms or corporations shall be recognized on 
the floor of the Association, and the firm or corporation 
name appear on the roster of the Association, so long as the 
said member is actively interested in said firm or corporation. 
Only one membership can at any time be held by @ firm or 
corporation. 

ARTICLE XII. 
ELECTION OF MEMBERS. 

The name of any person wishing to join the Association 
must be proposed by one member on the blanks as provided 
for that purpose. The proposal shall state his full name, 
place of business and be accompanied by the initiation fee, 
and then be referred to the Executive Committee for investi- 
gation. If the report be favorable, action can be taken at 
the same meeting by vote. 

All members to be elected by a two-thirds vote. 

ARTICLE XIII. 
DUTIES OF MEMBERS. 

Every member, on his election, shall be required to sign the 
roll. He shall receive a copy of the Constitution-and By- 
Laws and pledge himself solemnly to abide by them, and also 
pursue such honorable line of conduct as is expected from 
members of respectable organizations. 

ARTICLE XIV. 
INITATION FEES, 

The initiation fee shall be $1.00; dues $2.00 per annum, pay- 
able quarterly in advance to the Secretary of the Association. 
ARTICLE XV. 

ALTERATIONS AND AMENDMENTS. 

All proposed alterations or amendments to the Constitu- 
tion shall be submitted to the Association in. writing at a 
regular meeting and then lie over until the second meeting 
following. Due notice containing copy of such alterations or 
amendments shall be mailed to each member at least one 
week previous to the meeting at which action is to be taken 
thereon. Such alteration or amendment must be sustained 


by a three-fourths vote of the members present. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
QUORUM. 
Seven members present at any meeting shall constitute a 


quorum for transaction of the business of the Association.

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KELSEY HEATING. 





The_Kelsey Heating Co., Syracuse, N. Y., favor 
us with a copy of their pretty book No. 5, published in 
the interests of the Kelsey warm air generator. The 
principle on which this heater is constructed is the 
warming of great volumes of air by bringing them 
into actual contact with extensive heating surfaces. 
This is brought about by sending the air in separate 
channels through corrugated cast-iron flues or sec- 
tions which surround the fire. The air is divided 
into as many distinct currents as there are sections, 
and hence is very evenly and thoroughly heated. The 
ash pit in this furnace is fitted to the base with a cup 
joint. The sides of the ash pit are straight and an 
ash pan can be used if desired. 

The grates are of the Smyth pattern. A cast-iron 
pot ring three and one-fourth inches wide is fitted in 
a cup joint to the ash pit. The lower deck rests on 
this pot ring and supports the sections above which fit 
into it with deep cup joints. The long hollow capt 
iron sections with corrugated sides are “V” shaped, 
and they form, when in position, the combustion cham- 
ber. 

The face or straight lower parts of the sections 
forming the fire cylinder, are four and one-half inches 
wide, twelve inches long, and one and one-eighth 
inches thick. 

Each section has an average inside measurement, 
at the lower end, of thirty-six square inches, and at 
the upper end, where the heated air is discharged, of 
forty-six square inches. 

The average length of all sections is thirty-six 
inches and the average weight is about seventy pounds 
and each section has eight square feet of heating sur- 
face. 

The horjzontal corrugations are patented and give 
to the Kelsey some peculiar advantages. 

The corrugations are on the inside of the sections 
as well as the outside and cause the air, in passing 
through, to deflect from a straight course and to be- 
come more thoroughly mixed, thereby bringing more 
of the air particles into contact with the heated sur- 
faces than would be possible with any other construc- 
tion, it is claimed. 

At the back the sections overlap each other, con- 
fining the fire within, but at the top, between the sec- 
tions, there is six inches of space left open, thus per- 
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mitting the products of combustion to escape to the 
draft chamber. 

Thus the sections which are in direct contact with 
and overhang the fire, are heated their entire length 
and on all sides, and get the greatest possible benefit 
available from a given amount of fuel, it is claimed. 
The heated air rises with great velocity in these sep- 
arate currents to the top of the generator and readily 
takes the nearest heat-conducting pipes to the rooms 
to be heated. 

The sections are held in position at the top by an 
upper-deck ring, which is fitted to each section with 
a deep cup joint. The upper and lower decks, with 
the sections between, are securely fastened together 
by heavy iron rods or bolts: These pass through the 
air chamber of the sections. 

The inside casing is of heavy, refined iron, and ex- 
tends from the lower-deck flange to the upper deck, 
and confines the product of combustion. Between the 
backs of the sections and the inside casing there is a 
space of four inches which forms the draft chamber. 

The indirect draft is located in the lower cast-iron 
deck flange and provides for a long down draft. This 
is a feature peculiar to the Kelsey and particular at- 
tention is called to the manner in which the hot gases, 
brought out from the combustion chamber between 
the sections at the top are compelled to come into con- 
tact with the backs of the sections and the inside cas- 
ing, thus extracting all the heat possible before making 
their escape to the indirect draft flue. 

The baffle plate, located in the draft chamber, be- 
tween the direct and indirect draft, serves to distrib- 
ute the heat more evenly over the sections and is also 
a further aid in retaining all the heat in the generator 
until fully utilized. 

The outside casing is of galvanized iron and the 
upper half is lined with asbestos sheathing, and this 
in turn with tin. Between the inside and outside cas- 
ing there is a space of three inches. This is an air 
chamber and is open to the fresh air supply below, 
and to the hot air pipes above. One of these books 
will be furnished the trade on application.

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THE WORLD’S COAL PRODUCTION. 





The production of coal last year in Great Britain 
was 219,047,000 tons; in the United States, 260,929,- 
ooo tons; in Germany, 108,417,000 tons, and in 
France, 31,618,000 tons. The amounts produced in 
I9Q0I were in most cases less than in the preceding 
year, although the United States continue to increase, 
and have now for three consecutive years exceeded 
the United Kingdom. The total known production of 
the world, exclusive of brown coal, was nearly 700,- 
000,000 tons. Compared with the population, the 

roduction of Great Britain surpasses that of the 
United States. It amounted to 5% tons per head in 
1900, and 514 tons in 1901, as against 3% tons for the 
United States, Germany less than 2 tons, and France 
about four-fifths of a ton per head. The average 
value of coal per ton taken out of the collieries of 
Great Britain was $2.64; Germany, $2.15; France, 
$2.92, and the United States, $1.27. These averages 
in all cases were higher than the preceding year. 
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f SMALL DEPOSI! ORS. 








One of the results of the general growth of trust 
companies and of their competition with banks is 
found in the change of,policy adopted by many large 
financial institutions who were formerly averse to ac- 
cepting small accounts. Several banks have cut their 
balance limit in half, and at least one New York finan- 
cial institution which formerly required a balance of 
$1,000 is now gladly accepting accounts of $200. The 
advisability of securing small accounts was demon- 
strated during the recent flurry in the money and 
stock markets, when many of the largest depositors 
suddenly turned borrowers, and balances of several 
hundred thousand dollars were temporarily wiped 


out. The bank officials who are in favor of this new 
policy realize that there is not much profit for, the 
time being in these small accounts, but they are in- 
clined to take the long-sighted view that connections 
of this sort will eventually prove of advantage, and 
that small merchants and other business men of mod- 
erate means who at present keep but insignificant bal- 
ances will sooner or later, in the natural course of 
events, increase their accounts to substantial propor- 


tions.—The Financial Age.
